among them are some of Narberth's 
oldest residents. We are most cer- 
tainly working for what we believe to 
be for the very best interests of our 
community. 

"Nor do I question for one moment 
the motives of those citizens who are 
organized to oppose this movement — 
so from the beginning let us progress 
on a rational basis of intelligent rea- 
soning, and make no attempt to de- 
generate either the Merger movement 
nor the standards of your paper into 
personalities nor mere dogmatic ex- 
postulations. 

"Mrs. Vincent writes concerning the 
acute financial condition of our Bor- 
ough Schools — this was very frankly 
and I believe very properly called to 
the attention of parents and citizens 
in a public meeting held in the Com- 
munity Building last February by Dr. 
King, Secretary of our School Board, 
and has been the subject of subse- 
quent editorial comment in your pa- 
per. Facing these facts openly is no 
reflection on the Narberth School Ad- 
ministration — they have been working 
on a very close budget apparently in 
an endeavor to keep the School tax 
rate down. It should be remembered 
that our School Board could under the 
code increase our School taxes to 25 
mills — the legal limit for a School Dis- 
trict of the Fourth Class. 

"That the School Budget should be 
balanced in any event is obvious. 

"We must remember that our 
School Directors have a tax base of 
but $4,600,000.00 upon which to levy 
taxer fo v the education of sonic 785 
pupils, and at even a rate of 20 mills 
this gives them but $120.00 per pupil 
per year from real estate taxes. On 
the other hand Narberth Borough is 
surrounded by the Lower Merion 
School District, having a tax base of 
ninety million dollars and an enroll- 
ment of 4,210 pupils. A tax rate of 
12 mills, therefore, gives them the 
sum of $212.00 per pupil per year. 
There is therefore no mystery about 
their being able to provide many 
things in the way of educational 
equipment for their district that Nar- 
berth cannot possibly afford. Neither 
is it unnatural for Narberth parents 
to compare those facilities with her 
own — nor for Narberth taxpayers to 
compare their 20-mill School tax rate 
with the 12-mill rate of our neighbor- 
ing district. This puts the Narberth 
School Board up against a very diffi- 
cult situation. Dr. King, himself an 
eminent authority on School Adminis- 
tration, stated in the aforesaid meet- 
ing that the only real and permanent 
solution of Narberth's School problem 
was the dissolution of the Borough. 

"Our 1932-33 School Budget calls 
for $47,328 for tuition and transpor- 
tation of its 9, 10, 11 and 12 Grades. 
$43,368 of this is for tuition. Under

Emotional Restraint Characterizes Per- 
formance of "Alison's House" at Hedgerow 



Only a half hour's driving over 
good roads connects any part of the 
Main Line with the Hedgerow The- 
atre at Moylan-Rose Valley, and it 
always surprises the present writer 
that in all of the many times he has 
gone there, he has seen so few Main 
Line people in the audiences. If one 
never saw Main Line people at the 
theatre anywhere, the explanation of 
their absence from the Hedgerow 
could be easily ascribed to their lack 
of interest in that form of entertain- 
ment and art. If one never saw them 
at the better plays in town, it could 
be assumed that they preferred to 
take their entertainment without art. 
Such, however, is not the case. 

It must be inferred, therefore, that

Unfavorable comment regarding 
the proposed merger of the Borough 
of Narberth and Lower Merion Town- 
ship was expressed at the meeting of 
the Lower Merion School Board on 
Monday night. 

The matter was brought up by Su- 
perintendent of Schools, S. E. Downs, 
who commented upon it in his report 
to the Board. 

Speaking informally Mr. Downs 
said: "While I believe it would be 
an advantage for the Borongh and 
Township to be one, I do not feel 
that this is the time for such a step." 

Other members of the Board ex- 
pressed the opinion that a merger 
would put an additional tax burden 
upon the Township School District. 

Mr. Downs stated in his report that 
he had written to the Secretary of 
the Narberth School Board and to a 
leader of the annexation group re- 
questing definite information upon 
which to base a study of the matter. 
He said: "....any additional burden 
thrown upon our local district at this 
time should not be assumed without a 
definite study of the entire situation." 

It was intimated that when the in- 
formation requested was available an 
evening would be set aside by the 
Board to study the proposal. 

A. W. Burns, chairman of the Nar- 
berth Merger Committee, has stated 
that in the event of a merger 
of Township and Borough, approxi- 
mately $25,000 would have to be ab- 
sorbed by the Lower Merion School 
District. He has also asserted that 
iv o-iifth of a mill would take care of 
any additional expense which the 
Township School District might incur.

Council to Decide 
on Tax Rate Tonight 



Amount of Reduction to 
Fixed at Meeting of 
Committees

REGULAR SESSION MON. 



Final decision regarding the 
amount of reduction of the Narberth 
Borough tax rate for 1933 is expected 
to be made at the committee meeting 
of Council this Friday night. The 
tax rate and appropriation ordinances 
will be introduced at the regular meet- 
ing on Monday night and passed on 
first reading. 

A cut of at least two mills is as- 
sured as the result of a report by the 
Finance Committee at the October 
meeting. At that time it was stated : 
"Your Finance Committee, after care- 
ful consideration, stands in favor of 
a reduction of at least $2 per thou- 
sand in our present tax rate of $18 
per thousand when fixing the rate for 
1933." 

It is known that some Councilmen 
favor a three-mill reduction, which 
would bring the Borough rate down 
to 15 mills. To achieve this the ap- 
propriation for the Highway Commit- 
tee will have to be radically curtail- 
ed, but it is the opinion of members 
of that committee that such curtail- 
ment would not work serious hard- 
ship for one year, especially in view 
of the possibility of County aid for 
street improvements. 

At the November meeting of Coun- 
cil a delegation of citizens appeared, 
headed by A. E. Wohlert, who assert- 
ed that nothing less than a fifty per 
cent, reduction in the tax rate would 
satisfy residents. Asked for sugges- 
tions on how Council could accom- 
plish this reduction, Mr. Wohlert said 
that that was a matter for Council 
to work out. He was assured that 
every effort would be made to reduce 
the rate as much as was compatible 
with the maintenance of efficient serv- 
ice to citizens of the community. 

While the Budget and tax rate will 
be passed on first reading Monday 
night they will come up for final pas- 
sage at the January meeting of Coun- 
cil, at which time amendments may 
be made.

Cards at Half Price 



Provided They Contain No 

Writing But Signature 

and Are Unsealed

Under certain conditions Christmas 
greeting cards may be mailed this 
year at one-half the cost where the 
regular 3-cent postage rate is re- 
quired. 

Provided the cards contain no writ- 
ing other than the signature of the 
sender, and that the envelopes in 
which they are enclosed are not seal- 
ed, they may be mailed for 1% cents 
instead of 3 cents. It was emphasized 
that the addition of any message other 
than the signature, to the printed 
greeting contained on the card at the 
time of its sale would nullify this 
privilege. Only the name of the send- 
er may be included. 

Local residents are further warned 
that all mail destined for delivery be- 
fore Sunday, December 25, should be 
received at the post office no later 
than Tuesday, December 20. This ap- 
plies only to mail intended for nearby 
points.

No Trump fake-Outs 

Partner's bid of One Spade means 
definitely that he has at least 2% de- 
fensive honor tricks; but it may, also, 
mean that he holds much greater 
honor trick strength. Therefore, if 
the opponent to his left does not bid, 
it is most important for you to keep 
the bidding open and give him the 
opportunity to bid again if he desires. 
If you have normal trump support 
for his suit and 3% playing tricks 
you will, of course, raise his bid to 
two; if you have a biddable suit and 
about 1% honor tricks, you will bid 
that suit; but, lacking these, yet hold- 
ing about 1% honor tricks (i. e., an 
A and a Q in different suits), it is 
obligatory that you bid a negative 
One No Trump, thereby giving him a 
chance to show further strength. With 
the following hands, after Partner's 
One Spade bid, you would bid One 
No Trump:

Board is no easier this year. More 
pupils have registered at the Bor- 
ough School and more Narberth 
students have entered Lower Me- 
rion High School than was antici- 
pated. This is due largely to the 
economic conditions which have 
caused parents to withdraw their 
children from private schools. The 
result has been heavier tuition 
costs at Lower Merion than were 
anticipated.

Any time between now and the first 
of March is a good time to cover the 
crowns of delphiniums with sharp 
cinders, or any other real gritty ma- 
terial, that will keep slugs from ap- 
proaching, and chewing, the early 
shoots of next spring.

During the rule of Diaz Mexico 
emerged from agriculture to indus- 
trialism. Railroads were built and 
resources exploited. The evolution 
was superficial; none of the inherent 
problems of industrialism were met. 
Diaz was a stone-age man ruling an 
age of iron, encouraging but not un- 
derstanding the machine's power for 
good or for evil. 

Carleton Beals' four years of re- 
search have produced the first impar- 
tial presentation of the facts about 
Diaz, since former biographies have 
been either effusions or villifications. 
Beals himself is confused by the glam- 
our of his subject into writing that 
Diaz was "greater than any of his 
adulators imagined, less than any of 
his detractors realized." A nice 
enough paradox if it were not so 
meaningless. Aside from that Beals 
is impressive. "Porfirio Diaz — Dic- 
tator of Mexico" is a panorama of 
Mexico, flashing with color, action and 
psychological insight. It should be 
the standard book on its subject for 
many years.

Projecting Facts is Aim 

of Merger Committee

the Merger Lower Merion would col- 
lect from the Narberth area but $58,- 
200.00 total taxes. We now have a 
School tax levy of $98,000.00; there- 
fore Lower Merion now receives $43,- 
368.00 for our four top grades, 
wheras under the Merger they would 
get but $14,832.00 in additional reve- 
nue for the whole remaining eight 
grades. Let us here consider, there- 
fore, some of the broader aspects of 
public education. It is mandatory un- 
der the law that each tax base (City, 
Borough or Township) provide at 
public expense the means of free edu- 
cation for all children of from six to 
eighteen years of age. The funda- 
mental idea behind this public policy 
is the continuity of our form of Gov- 
ernment. "Why should the well-to-do 
pay for the education of the poor 
man's child?" — was the cry of the 
opposition to our free school policy. 
Now the State does not regard its 
children the same as so many miles 
of street pavement, — it will let us do 
without the pavement but not without 
the schools. Narberth residents do 
have a comparatively large number of 
school children — for the assessment 
they own, but the State does not re- 
gard these children as liabilities. 
These sons of ours the State may 
need at any moment for its defense, 
and always for its future citizens. It 
therefore imposes upon its citizens, 
whether they have children or not, 
their share of the cost of educating 
them. Would our School Directors, 
for instance, try to discourage people 
having children from moving in where 
a family without children have mov- 
ed out because these children repre- 
sent $120.00 per head per year ex- 
pense? We therefore in presenting 
our petiton to the County Courts, 
hope for and will, I believe, receive 
consideration along those border lines 
— not as so many $120.00 units or 
$212.00 units, but as so many future 
citizens of the County, the State and 
the Nation. 

"After all this probable $30,000.00 
differential on a $94,600,000— (com- 
bined Narberth and Lower Merion tax 
base) would mean but 50c per thou- 
sand of assessment to all the taxpay- 
ers, or a rate of 12 1-5 mills instead 
of 12 mills. 

"I am glad the opponents of this 
movement have formally organized, 
and inasmuch as the organization 
seems to have been in response to your 
call, I congratulate you for calling 
together the opposing elements. So 
many people have asked us 'just what 
the opposition was and what were 
their arguments?' People want to 
and should hear both sides of the case, 
so that a fair verdict may ensue."
